AVERTS FATAL BLOW T0 
GERMANY, PROLONGS WAR 


Allies Have Thrown Away Best Moment of 
War, Simonds Writes, but Main Struggle Is 
as Before, With German Resources Less. 


By FRANK H. SIMONDS. 
HERE are three angles from which the present Rumanian collapse 


must be viewed. 


It is one of the greatest moral disasters of the 


war for the allies. It may easily have material consequences which 


will be exceedingly advantageous to 


the central Powers. On the military 


side it is not of great importance, save as it thwarts a major allied con- 
ception; in a word its military significance is negative, not positive. 


On the mora! side this Rumanian 
affair amounts to the destruction of 
the opinion built up among neutrals, 
created é¢ven within the frontiers of 
the central Powers, to some slight 
degree, by the events of the last few 
months, that Germany was actually 
being beaten, and that her military 
defeat was no longer doubtful. 

Between June and October the 
world saw a long series of military 
incidents highly unfavorable to the 
central Powers. At last it seemed 
that there had been a co-ordination 
of effort and direction among the al- 
lies. France had borne the burden 
of Verdun gallantly and successfully. 
Russia now stepped out and won her 
remarkable victories in Galicia and 
Volhynia. Britain and France fol- 
lowed with the Somme thrust, and 
Italy took Gorizia. 

For the first time since the battle 
of the Dunajec, allied prospects be- 
gan to impress the neutral world, 
and it seemed that the entrance of 
Rumania was the arrival of a de- 
cisive thrust from a new ally com- 
parable to that thrust that Austria 


The worst thing that could hap- 
pen to the Germans at the present 
moment would be the interruption 
of their communications with their 
Turkish and Bulgarian allies. This 
was what the Rumanian attack 
threatened, this was what the allies 
and the neutrals expected would be 
the consequences of the Rumanian 
entrance. Only such a result would 
really make the Rumanian entrance 
profitable for the allies, who have to 
finance and equip Rumania and bear 
the extra burden of a new and poor 
State. 

Now, the allied success at Monas- 
tir-is not a counterbalance to the 
Rumanian disaster; it is and it must 
remain for a long time a side show. 
It is almost certain that Sarrail will 
now be unable to contribute much if 
anything to delay or prevent the 
complete defeat of the Rumanians, 
and the Bulgarians will be contented 
to submit to a temporary loss of 
Macedonia, while they are witness- 
ing the complete conquest of Ru- 
mania, with the assurance that Falk- 
enhayn and Mackensen will a little

Actually she will be weaker in pro- 
portion as she has sacrificed men 
and munitions to destroy Rumania. 

¥ou can say it very simply if you 
say that a new enemy attacking Ger- 
many while she was engaged in a 
supreme struggle with many and 
dangerous foes has been crushed 
Germany will presently be able to 
give her attention to the main job 
again. But she will not have greater 
military resources, but smaller. If 
Rumania had not come in she would 
have been able to use the troops that 
she has employed against Rumania 
at Verdun and Monastir.

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Takes Picturesque Journey to 
the Actual Front, Where, He 
Says, Germans Are Cannon- 
ading Blindly Because They 
Have Lost Control of the Air.

N the western front aviation has been 
screwed up to a very much higher level 
than on the Italian line. In Italy it has 

not become, as it has in France, the decisive 
factor. The war on the Carso front in Italy—I 
say nothing of the mountain warfare, which is a 
thing in itself—is good warfare, well waged, but 
not such an intensity of warfare. 

The Italians, alone of all the western Powers, 
have adopted a type of aeroplane larger and much 
more powerful than any except the big Russian 
machines. They are not at all suitable for any 
present purpose upon the Italian front, but at a 
later stage they would be invaluable on the west- 
ern front, because of their enormous bomb or ma- 
chine gun carrying capacity. 

The big Caproni machines which the Sidtiene 
possess are of 300 horsepower and will presently 
be biplanes of 500 horsepower. One gets up a gang- 
way into them as one gets into a yacht. They 
have a main deck, a forward machine gun deck 
and an aft machine gun. One may walk about 
in them when in the air. In addition to guns 
and men thay carry a very considerable weight of 
bombs. They cannot, of course, get up with the 
speed nor soar to the heights of Britain’s smaller 
aeroplanes; it is as a carrier in raids behind » 
force of fighting machines that they should find 
their use. 

Air Development Unhampered. 

HE air force of Great Britain has had the 
2 good fortune to develop with considerable 

freedom from the old army tradition; 

many of its officers are ex-civil engineers and so 
forth; headquarters is a little shy of technical di- 
rection, and all this, in a service that is still nec- 
egsarily experimental and plastic, is to the good. 
There is little doubt that, given a release from 
prejudice and bad association, British technical 
intelligence and: energy can do certainly as well 
even- as the French. Our problem with our army 
is not to create intelligence—there is an abundance 
of it—but to release it from a dreary social and 
official pressure. The air service ransacks the 
army for men with technical training. 
What is still untellable in any detail is the en- 
ergy and ability of the constructfve and repairing 
branch, upon whose efficiency their feats depend. 
Perhaps the most interesting thing I saw in con- 
nection with the air work was the hospital for 
damaged machines and the dump to which those 
hopelessly injured are taken in order that they 
may be disarticulated and all that is sound in 
them used for reconstruction. How’ excellently 
this work is being done may be judged from the 
fact that our offensive on the Somme started witb 
a certain number of aeroplanes, a number that 
would have seemed fantastic in a story a year be- 
fore the war began. 
These aeroplanes were in constant action; they 
fought, they were shot down, they had their share 
of accidents. Not only did the repair department 
make good every loss, but after three weeks of 
the offensive the army was fighting with 50 more 
machines than at the outset! 


A Wonderful Escape. 

HE star case came from over Peronne. It 
T had come in two days ago. I examined 

this machine, and I will tell the state it 

was in, but I perceive that what I have to tell will 
read not like a sober statement of truth, but 
like strained and silly lying. The machine had 
had a direct bit from an Archibald shell. The pro- 
peller had been blown away; 80 had the machine 
gun and all its fittings. The engine had been 
stripped naked and a good deal bent about. The 
timber stay over the aviator had been broken, so 
that it is marvelous the wings of the machine did 
not shut up at once like the wings of a butterfly. 
The solitary aviator had been wounded in the 
face. He had then come down in a long glide 
into the British lines and made a tolerable land- 
ing, escaping unhurt save for the slight wound 
in the face from a shell fragment. 
One consequence of the growing importance of 
the aeroplane in warfare is the development of 
a new military art, the art of “camouflage.” 
Camouflage is humbugging or deceiving an enemy. 
It is making things—and especially military 
things—to seem not what they are, but some- 
thing peaceful and rural; to make them seem 
harmless and quite uninteresting to aeroplane ob- 
servers. It ig the art of making big guns look like 
haystacks and tents '!ke level patches of field.

or trenches at all, so that the areoplane bomb 
dropper and the aeroplane observer may waste 
his time and energies and the enemy gunfire be 
misdirected. 

In Italy I saw such dummy guns so made as to 
deceive the very elect at a distance of 1000 feet. 
The camouflage of concealment aims either at in- 
visibility or imitation. 

I have seen a supply train look like a row of 
cottages, its smokestack, a chimney, with the tops 
of sham palings running along the back line of 
the engines and creepers painted up its sides. But 
the commonest camouflage is merely to conceal 
stationary cbjects. Trees are brought up and 
planted near the object to be hidden. It is painted 
in the same tones as its background; it is cov- 
ered with an awning painted to look like grass or 
earth. I suppose it is only a matter of develop- 
ment before a dummy cow or so is put up to chew 
the cud on the awning. 

But, camouflage or no camouflage, the bulk of 
both the French and British forces in the. new- 
won ground of the great offensive lie necessarily 
in the open. Only the big guns and the advanced 
Red Cross stations have got into pits and sub- 
terranean hiding places. The advance has been 
too rapid and continuous for-the armies to make 
much of a toilet'as they halt, and the destruction 
and the desolation of the country won afford few 
facilities for easy concealment. 

Tents, transports, munitions, these all indicate 
an army on the march—at the rate of a mile and 
a half in a week or so, to Germany. And the pace 
will accelerate, will have accelerated probably 
very considerably before this reaches the reader. 


Road to the “Front.” 


JOURNEY up from the base to the front 
A treet shows a series of phases. One 

leaves a big town in which the normal life 
threads its way through crowds of resting men in 
khaki and horizon blue, in which staff officers 
in automobiies whisk hither and thither, in which 
there are nurses, even a few inexplicable ladies in 
worldly costume, in which restaurants and cafes 
are congested'‘and busy, through which there is 
a perpetual coming and going of processions of 
heavy vans to the railway sidings. 

One dodges past a monstrous blue-black gun 
going up to the front behind two resolute traction 
engines, and three sun-blistered young men in the 
cart that trails behind, lounge in attitudes of 
haughty pride. One passes through arcades of 
waiting motor vans, through suburbs still more 
intensely khaki or horizon blue, and so out upon 
the great road to the front. 

It ‘betrays no military secret to say that some- 
times the rare tourist to the British offensive 
visits the town of Albert. Its great modern red 
cathedral is smashed to pieces and the great gilt 
Madonna and Child that once surrounded the tow- 
er is now hanging out horizontally over the road 
in an attitude that suggests an imminent dive 
upon the passing traveler. One looks right up 
under it. 


German Prisoners Contented. 


RESENTLY we begin to see German pris- 
Pp oners. The whole lot look entirely con- 
tente:] and are guarded by perhaps a couple 
of men in khaki. These German prisoners do not 
attempt to escape, they have not the slightest de- 
sire for any more fighting, they have done their 
bit, they say honor is satisfied. They give re- 
markably little trouble. A little way further on 
perhaps we pass their cage, a double barbed-wire 
inclosure, with a few tents and huts within. 

A string of covered wagons passes by. I turn 
and see a number of men sitting inside going to 
the rear. They have a subdued sing-song going 
on. 

But one of them looks a little sick, and then I 
notice not very obtrusive bandages. ‘“‘Sitting-up 
cases,” my guide explains. These are part of the 
casualties of last night's fight. 

The fields on either side are now more evidently

in the war zone. The coming and going of men 
increases. Women harvesting, work on uncon- 
cerned and presently in a cornfield are German 
prisoners working under one old Frenchman. Then 
the fields become trampled again. Here is a 
village, not so very much knocked about, and pass- 
ing through it we go slowly beside a long column 
of men going up to the front. We scan their col- 
lars for signs of some familiar regiment. 


Band Serves Good Purpose. 
HESE are new men going up for the first 
T time; there is a sort of solemn elation in 
many of their faces. They stoop under 
their equipment, and some of the youngsters drag. 
One pleasant thing about this ccming down is the 
welcome of the regimental band, which is usually 
at work as soon as the men turn off from the high 
road. I heard several bands on the British front; 
they do much to enhance the general cheerfulness, 

The railway lines run everywhere’ now behind 
the British front, the construction follows the 
advance day by day—a broad-gauge road up to the 
front and narrow-gauge roads along and behind 
the front. 

And at last we begin to enter the region of the 
former allied trenches. We pass the old Ger- 
man front lines, we pass ruined houses, ruined 
fields and thick patches of clustering wooden 
crosses and boards where the dead lie. There are 
no more reapers now, there is no more green upon 
the fields, there is no green anywhere, scarcely a 
tree survives by the roadside, but only overthrown 
trunks and splintered stumps. The very woods 
are collections of blasted stems and stripped 
branches. 

Overhead hum and roar the aeroplanes, away to- 
ward the enemy, the humped blue sausage-shaped 
kite balloons brood thoughtfully, and from this 
point and that guns curiously inyigible yntil they 
speak, flash suddenly and strike their one short 
hammer blow of sound. 


Germans Shooting Blind. 
HEN one sees an enemy shell drop among 
T the little patch of trees on the crest to 
the right and kick up a great red-black 
mass of smoke and dust. We see it, and then we 
hear the whine of its arrival and at last the bang. 
The Germans are blind, now they have lost the 
air, but they are firing by guesswork on the 
Somme. 

We report ourselves to a young troglodyte in 
one of the undermined dugouts and are given a 
guide, and so set out on the last part of the jour- 
ney to the uitimate point, across the land of shell 
craters and barbed wire litter and old and new 
trenches. Wo have all put on British steel hel- 
mets, hard but heavy and inelegant head cover- 
ings. I can write little that is printable about 
these esthetic crimes. The French and German 
helmets are noble and beautiful things. These 
pans * * * They ought to be called by the 
name of the man who designed them. 


Presently we are advised to get into a communi- 
cation trench. All communication trenches are 
tortuous and practically endless. On an offensive 
front they bave vertical sides of unsupported 
earth and occasional soakways for rain covered by 
wooden gratings, and they go on and on. At rare 
intervals they branch, and a notice says, “To Re- 
gent street,” or “To Oxford street,”” or some such 
lie. It is all just trench. For a time you talk, 
but talking in single file soon palls. You cease 
A great number of telephone 
wires come into the trench and cross and recross 
it. You cannot keep clear of them. 

Your helmet pings against them. Sometimes 
you have to stop and craw! under the wires. 

At last you reach the front-line trench. On an 
offensive sector it has none of the architectural 
interest of first-line trenches at such places as 
Soissons or Arras. It was made a week or so 
ago by joining up shell craters. 


Sees No Man’s Land. 
HAD come right up to No Man's Land at last. 
| It was under my chin. The skyline, the last 
skyline Lefore the British could look down 
on Bapaume, showed a mangey wood and a ruined 
village, crouching under repeated gobbling of 
British shrapnel. “They've got a battery just 
there, and we're making it uncomfortable.” No 
Man's Lan itself is a weedy space broken up by 
shell craters, with very little barbed wire tn front 
of us and very little in front of the Germans. We 
have very little wire, because we don’t mean to 
stay for very long in this trench, and the Germans 
have very !!ttle because they have not been able 
to get it up yet.

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PROGRESS TOWARDS PEACE. . 

The significant ahd impressive feature of the 
New York dinner of the League to Enforce Peace 
consisted of the méssagés received from the lead- 
ing statesmen of three of the leading nations at 
war. 

Chancellor von Bethmann-Hollweg committed 
Gérmany unequivocally to co-operation in finding 
“a practical solution of the question” and to mak- 
ing “its realization possible.” 

Viscount Grey for Great Britain unqualifiedly 
gave absent to “thé league plan and added: “I 
regard this as the best, if not the only, prospect 
of preserving treaties and of saving the world 
from aggressive wars in years to come.” 

Prenifer Briand assured the league of French 
co-operation, especially approving the “funda- 
mental principles of respect for the rights and 
wishes of the various peoples of the world.” 

Lord Bryce sent the best wishes of English 
collaborators on similar lines of effort. 

These messages do not méan immediate suc- 
cess after the war on definite, known ground. 
The war will give rise to problems which must 
be settled and from the practical side there will 
be clashing thterésts and differing views which 
must be harmonized on points to which all will 
agree and for an 6nd which all desire. 

The significance of the messages lies in the ac- 
quiescence of these three leading belligerents in 
the principle of a peace-enforcing league. The 
rest is a matter of discussion and agreement. Un- 
doubtedly Russia, which has gone farther than 
any European nation for international agree- 
ments making for peace, will give approval to 


the principle. But with the United States, Great 
Britain, Germany and France in accord on the 


principle and desirability of a peace league, its 
suceess is practically assured. The assent of 
these great nations and their practical agreement 
would throw so great a weight on tle side of 
peace that the world could not resist the plan. 
May we not indulge the hope that these ex- 
changes of views on plans to assure permanent 
peace after the war will hasten the end of the 
present war? Nothing is more captivating to na- 
tions engaged in deadly and desperate conflict 
than the hope of peace. The thought of peace 
is fruitful seed for the action which leads to 
peace. We know that the warring peoples of 
Europe ardently desire peace. When their states- 
meh begin to think and talk about plans to 
preservé peace after the war the first step is 
taken towards ending the war. If peace on con- 
ditions of justice to all nations is so desirable 


‘when the war is over, is not peace itself on fair 


terms now drsirable? Is it not worth some sac- 


rifice to attain it? 

The promotion of the League to Enforce Peace 
after the war may easily become the most pow- 
erful factor in hastening peace. The world is 
weary and sick of war; its thought Is fixed on 
peace. That the thought may quicken into action 
ia the eager cesire of all right-minded men.

CAUSE FOR THANESGIVING. 

Some 250,000 employes of the United States Stee! 
Corporation are getting a third increase of 10 
per cent in wages for this year; 35,000 employes 
of the American, Woolen Co. are advanced 10 per 
cent; 33,000 cotton workers of New Bedford the 
game. And then there are wage raises for the 
5000 employes of the Arlington Mills in Massa- 
chusetts of old Schedule K fame and for the glove 
workers of Gloversville ahd others.

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AREANSAS’ SOHOOLMASTER-GOVEERNOR, 

Arkansas’ Governor-elect, Dr. Charles Hillman 
Brough, is laying plans for sweeping improve- 
ments in the schools of the State, its roads, its 
tax laws, the conduct of its elections, its charita- 
ble and penal system, its general administrative 
efficiency. 

In selecting for the head of its government the 
former president of its State university, Arkan- 
sas apparently wished to present a type of execu- 
tive so different from former types as to empha- 
size the difference between the old Arkansas of 
the past and the new Arkansas of the present and 
future. This fine old commonwealth for which 
nature has done so much has already been 
touched by a belated but none the less revivify- 
ing spirit of progress. From the ranks of the 
schoolmasters, who have lately shown such mar- 
velous adaptability and usefulness in public af- 
fairs, it believes it has made a wise choice of a 
practical idealist to direct state activities from a 
higher plane. Many eyes will turn from neigh- 
boring states to Prof. Brough and his work at 
Little Rock during coming years. 

Arkansas has never lacked publicity of a ceér- 
tain sort. What it needs is favoring publicity. 
Its wealth in timber of the most valuable sort, in 
minerals, in fertile soil gives it the essentials of 
a state of the first rank in influence. Its exist- 
ing prosperity, described by Gov. Brough as 
extending to Arkansans of the remotest wood- 
land township furnishes an invitation to which 
capital cannot, prove indifferent and capital in 
adequate amounts has been one of the essentials 
the State has latked. Among the new Governors 
of 1917, Mr. Brough’s opportunity is exceptional. 

A new regime may be assumed to begin with 
the new administration’ Tt starts in time to have 
an appreciable effect on ‘the returns of the 1920 
census. 


THE HIGH PRICES INQUIRY. 
The Board of Aldermen has appointed a com- 
mittee from its own membership to investigate 
the high cost of living in St. Louis, determine its 
causes and suggest the remedy. It is to be re- 
gretted that the law does not empower the com- 
mission to compel the attendance of witnesses. 
Nevertheless, many persons will volunteer val- 
uable information while, for the rest, much may 
be safely left tc the patriotism and public spirit of 
the people.

Nobody present was 
able to advance a valid reason why an 85-year-old 
J. P. who has been at it 24 years should retire, 
and Nathan proceeded to give several perfectly 
sound reasons why he should not retire. One was 
that he did not want to retire. Another was that 
he wouldn't know what to do with himself if he 
retired. A third was that he wanted to die in 
harness and he expected to live a long time yet. 
And so on. For these reasons, one and several, he 
announced, he would be a candidate for re-elec- 
tion in the spring.

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BUROPE AFTER THE WAR. 
The Amsterdam Tijdinge forecasts that it will 
take Europe 10 years to get back into “the world’s 


trade.” It says: 

People everywhere seem to expect that from 
the day on when peace is finally declared 
Furope will enter upon a period of recupera- 
tion commercially. But that hope is empty, 
because Europe will havé no materials and no 
money to buy them; not to speak of the short- 
age of hands. Indeed it will be many years be- 
fore there will be even as much as a semtiance 
of former activities, and even granted that the 
bitter animosities evoked by the war Wil die 
dowh, the necessary interrelation of neighbor- 
ing peoples will not become reintegrated in 
the lifetime of a generation. Nor is there any 
probability of renewed wars after this one 
will have bowed itself off the stage of history, 
as eveh the victor will have such wounds to 
nurse that a century will be required to heal 
them.

Civic League Speakers Tell of 
Bills to Be Presented .to 
Next Legislature. 


New laws needed by St. Louis in the 
coming Legislature were discussed at 
the monthly meeting of the Civic League 
last week at the American Annex. 

Circuit Judge Cave outlined the pro- 
posed new code of laws for children 
which are being drafted by a commis- 
sion appointed by Gov. Major. He said 
that the commission is not only putting 
in shape all present laws relating to 
children, but is suggesting many changes 
in Missouri statutes based upon the best 
experience of other states. He called 
special attention to the establishment of 
a Juvenile Court and & Board of Public. 
Welfare in every county. 

E. M. Grossman, former attorney for 
the School Board, said that a bill would 
be introduced providing for the appoint- 
ment of members of the School Board by 
the Mayor, instead of having them se- 
lected by the Republican and Demo- 
cratic City Committees through conven- 
tions as at present. Responsibility on 
the Mayor is a better guarantee of get- 
ting good members, Grossman declared, 
than taking chances in politically con- 
trolled conventions. 

Favors New Tax Pian. 

Warren McGinnis, attorney for the 
Real Estate Exchange, spoke of the in- 
eqalities in taxation between St. Louis 
and the rest of the State, and stated 
th.ere wonld be introduced in the Legis- 
lature a bill providing for a State Tax 
Commission with broad powers. He also 
advocated a mortgage-recording tax 
law. 

Former State Senator Alroy 8S. Phil- 
lips declared that the whole State, as 
well as St” Louis, needed a ode 
workmen's compensation act, which has 
been defeated three times in the Legis- 
lature, because of the opposition of 
e‘ther employes or employers. A new 
bill has been drafted which, he de- 
clared, meets the full approval of both 
employers and employes. 

Charles M. Hay, a former member of 
the Legislature, tol of the need of a 
new Constitution for Missouri, declaring 
the present Constitntion was 41 years 
old and that it was based on the old- 
fashioned doctrine of telling public of- 
ficials what they could not do. He 
thinks the State should write into its 
government the new idea of telling pub- 
lic officials what they could do, freeing 
their hands and giving the people broad 
powers. He declared the present Con- 
stitution is full of restrictions and limi- 
tations upon the powers of the Legisla- 
ture, officials, cities and counties.

HB attitude of the German people 
z toward the big men of the Gov- 

ernment is curiously mixed. I 
could not find one single dissonant 
note in the chorus of support, sym- 
pathy, admiration and affection that 
the Kaiser’s nanie always calls out. 
The people go wild over Von Hin- 
denburg—he is their idol. Mackensen 
is another who is enshrined. Falken- 
hayn was always rather distrusted. 
Bethmann-Hollweg is pitied and his 
good intentions are appreciated, al- 
though there is a belief that he lacks 
force. Von Jagow, the Secretary of 
Foreign Affairs, seems to lack the 
confidence of the public. He is looked 
upon as a relic of the old school of 
German diplomacy to which the Ger- 
mans attribute a large share of their 
._present misfortunes, Jagow is of a 
pubtle, casuistic, indirect Metternich 
type, and because of the Germans’ 
Jack of confidence in their diplomatic 
corps this ultra-diplomatic type is no 
longer popular in the empire. On the 
other hand, Zimmermann, Chief Per- 
manent Under Secretary of Foreign 
Affairs, is a man of the people—big, 
broad, simple, direct, forceful and 
magnetic. He is the man who will 
bulk big on the German stage when 
it is reset by the Liberals, who are 
now engaged in a life and death 
struggle with the Conservatives for 
the Fatherland. Count Bernstorff, 
Ambassador at Washington, * under 
attack by his personal enemies at the 
cutbreak of the war, has won the ap- 
proval of his Government and his 
people by his work in this country.

Nakedness and Vulgarity Caused 
Objection in New York 
and Chicago. 


Tn announcements of “A World of 
Pleasure,’’ to be shown at the Jefferson 
Theater tonight, the advance agent rev- 
els in statistics about dozens of enter- 
tainers and tons of scenery. But he fur 
nishes no figures as to the amount of 
clothing worn by the young women of 
the company. Reports from other cities 
| where “A World of Pleasure” has been 
shown indicate that thie information 
would be of interest. 

It was of this show that the New York 
Sun said, in an editorial more than a year 
ago, “It provides for the delectation and 
amusement of its patrons more young 
women more nearly nude than any dra- 
matic offering previously made.” The 
writer added that “The dialogue ts vul- 
gar, skillfully avoiding double entendre 
by resort to outright coarseness, and 
rigidly following the practice which ex- 
cludes from musical shows wit and lit- 
erary grace, as unsuitable for the mod- 
ern stage.’’ 

After speaking of the large box office 
receipts, the Sun remarked, “All gen- 
erous men will rejoice that in its most 
important requirements the public is so 
ingeniously and honestly served, and 
they will not fail to make record of the 
fact that Vice and Folly still maintain 
that encouraging partnership which has 
been theirs from the immemorial past.” 

“Stockings Are Obsolete.” 

The New York World, in its review of 
“A World of Pleasure,” said, “‘Unless a 
girdie of beads be considered a cos- 
tumeé, there are scenes in which the cho- 
rus may truthfully be described as wear- 
ing no clothes at all. Stockings are as 
obsolete as the steel armor of a medie- 
val soldier. A dress not cut to the 
waist line at the back is an impudent 
attempt at unwelcome modesty. Trans- 
parent fabrics are another of the inno- 
vations. Anthony Gomstock is dead!”’ 

The Chicago Journal described 
World of Pleasure,’’ when it was pre- 
sented in that city last July, as “a 
phantasmagoria of nakedness, inartisti- 
cally displayed.’’ The transparent cos- 
tumes, lighted from within by electric 
lamps, were characterized as ‘“‘delib- 
erately beastly.” The Journal added, 
“A father who deliberately takes his 
daughter to such a cesspool may well 
take a week off for the express purpose 
of kicking himself.’’ 

The management has not announced 
whether any changes have been made 
in the production since the New York 
and Chicago appearances. However, 
the “runway’’ through the parquet, 
used at the New York Winter Garden 
and in some previous Winter Garden 
shows here, is not to be used this week. 
It should never be seen in any St. Louis 
theater again. Shows should be givea 
on the stage.

The return to normal 
conditions will be slow, just as it 
has taken the war so long to create 
such conditions as these. Neither the 
flow nor the ebb is for a day. To 
what height the tide may rise no 
man may say. It depends upon the 
length of the war. We are already 
assured of our reward for having 
kept out of the war. We can all 


have automobiles, eight hours, boxes 
at the opera—whatever we will. 
That there is anything about it for 
which we should blush is absurd. 
The world needs us much worse than 
we need the world’s money. With- 
out us it could neither prosecute 
those grim ends to which it is work- 
ing nor live while it does so. We 
are feeding and financing a great 
part of Europe. We are supplying 
her with whatever she needs. Her 
quarrel is none of our quarrel, nor 
is her misfortune any of our mis- 
fortune. We are sorry, but we are 
only doing what Europe would have 
us do. If we emerge from the war 
with all the wealth of those great 
nations which are neither so wise 
nor so fortunate as ourselves, we are 
only doing unto others as we would 
be done by. We may want food and 
money and supplies some day. [If 
we do, we shall expect the rest of 
the civilized world to keep store and 
bank.

- Work That Has Been Done. 


“Our people are able this year, as 
rarely before, to subscribe liberally to 
the call of the sick poor,” A. L. Shap- 
leigh, acting president of the Hospital 
Saturday and Sunday Association, says 
in the association’s 


yesterday, preparatory to the twenty- 
fourth annual collection, next Saturday 
and Sunday. 

“Our country today is at peace with 
the world and is enjoying an unparal- 
leled prosperity,’’ Shapleigh continued. 
“Let us then not forget in our own pfos- 
perity the claims of those who need 
help and are unable to help them- 
selves.”’ 

Shapleigh’s statement is addressed 
“To all.the people of St. Louis.” In 
part, it follows: 

“The Hospital Saturday and Sunday 
Association, in making its twenty-fourth 
annual appeal to the generous people of 
St. Louis, again calls attention to the 
| er of its work and refers with par- 
donable pride to the records of 23 years 
past. 

“No matter what condition society is 
in, it has always been history that there 
are numbers of helpless sick poor who 
are unable to take care of themselves 
when stricken by iliness, and it is the 
duty of society to care for all these suf- 
ferers. 


os The Work Is Nonsectarian. 
The associated hospitals participat- 


ing in the benefits of the Hospital Sat- 
urday and Sunduy collections maintain 
free beds for the sick poor where, at no 
cost .to. themselves, 
treatment and care. 

“The work of the association is and 
has always been non-sectarian. It is 
participated in alike by Protestants, 
Catholics and Jews, who work together 
for the common end—the relief of suf- 
fering humanity. 

“The association in the past has been 
able, through its collections, to provide 
for the hospitals doing free charity 
work a large percentage of the cost of 
that work, and without these contri- 
butions from the Hospital Saturday and 
Sunday Association their ability to re- 


collections of the association the sum 
of this assistance to the associated hos- 
bitals has reached the large total of 
$625, 691.54. 

Expense of Making Collection. 

“The expense of making the collec- 
tions has been, through: the series of 
years, but 4 per cent of the amount col- 
lected and about one-half of this ex- 


| pense has been taken care of by means} 


of membership dues. This expense con- 
sists wholly of printing, postage and 
clerical help to the assistant secretary

But the committee, on the authority of 
so thorough a historical student as Wal-

SECRET OF MAKING 


DYES 1S SOUGHI 


Backers Hope Youth Held in 
New York for Theft Will. 
Tell of Process. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., Nov. %.—Au- 
gust Oesterreich, president of the Mil- 
waukee Novelty Dye Co., told today 
the story of how he came to be the 


backer of Henry Clay Arbutle, the 19- , 


year-old inventor and genius in the 
handling of chemicals who is under ar- 
rest in New York on a charge of steal- 
ing radium and other supplies belonging 
tv the concern. Arbutle was under con- 
tract for $10,000 a year salary and a 
bonus of $10,000 as the various stages of 
the manufacture proceeded. 

Arbutle, it is said, has a process of 
making dyes ‘better than those turned 
out in Germany.” His arrest, it is be- 
lieved, may cause him to reveal his 
“million-dollar method’’ to those who 
backed him and enable them to recoup 
for the materials which they say are 
missing. At present Arbutle’s secret is 
tucked away in his brain and he has 
declined to reveal the method which his 
backers bs is feasible. 


Orphan Boy.” 
The aoe 'n af ‘Arbuthe, who was an or- 


phan boy, was spectacular. Only a few 
months ago Henry Wilceus of ‘Chicago, 
a dyer of considerable skill, presented 
to Oesterreich, who is an expert of in- 
ternational fame on dyes, samples of 
dyes. Oecesterreich experimented with 
them and, although he was familiar with 
the German product, pronounced the 
samples better than any he ever before 
had seen. 

A few days later he was confronted 
with a frail youth who offered other 
Samples. 

“Did you make these?’ Oesterreich 
asked. 

“Yes, sir, and I can make many 
more,’’ was the boy’s reply. 

“If you can make more in front of my 
eyes I will give you $10,000 .a year salary, 
a bonus of $10,000 additional after you 
have superintended the manufacture of 
25,000 pounds, and one-third of the stock 
of the company, which I will organize 
and back financially,’’ Oesterreich told 
the youthful inventor. The boy proved 
his case satisfactorily. 

The International Dye Co. was formed, 
with a capital stock of $30,000. Valuabie 
Jaboratory utensils of platinum were 
purchased... Then Arbutle started tc 
work, He produced whatever was asked 
for in small quantities. Then he turned 
out 100-pound lots. The dyes were up 
to the highest standard, Oesterreich 
Says, and they were made cheaply—fvur 
about half of the former cost of manu- 
facture. 

Shades Are Made Perfectly. 

“I watched him work,” said Oester- 
reich. “He had the most wonderfi:] 
knowledge of dyestuff chemicals. He 
never made a slip, and he produced won- 
derful dyes. One shade of yellow, which 
is especially hard to get, he made per- 
fectly. I had him repeat the operation 
four times and sent it out to four chem. 
ists for tests. They came back with 
identical results and analyses, I became 
convinced the ‘boy could do what he 
said.

(SWEDISH CANVASES 
TO HAVE EVENING 
ART MUSEUM 


Other Exhibits to Feature Week 
Are by Local Artists and 
Missouri U. Professor. 


By F. BE. A. CURLEY. 
The strong exhibition by Swedish 


painters at the City Art Museum brings 
to St. Louis an immensely characterful 
form of art. These painters of the 
Northland seem to be whole-souled, 
rugged, frank people who are still in 


love with the world and with art. This 
alone would be enough to give them 
distinction, in these half-and-haif days. 

The art of the Northland is unspoiled. 
It has never run the gamut of morbid 
feeling and egotistic effervescence with 
which the national art of some other 
countries has been tainted, and from 
which even American art is not free. 

An evening view of the Swedish ex- 
hibition will be the feature of the week 
in the local art world. Tuesday night, 
from 8 to 10 o’clock, the Museum will 
be open, and the St. Louis Art League 
has made arrangements to do especial 
honor to the art of Sweden. The spirit 
of Scandinavian art will be treated 
briefly by Prof. Victor S. Holm of the 
St. Louis School of Fine Arts, and Per- 
cival Chubb will speak briefly about 
the Scandinavian contribution to the 
Americanism of the future. Prominent 
artists and critics will assist the Art 
League conimittees in making the Mui- 
reum exhibition interesting to the visi- 
tors. 


Influence on Americanism. 
The Norse influence on Americanism 


is a subject unexpectedly brought to 
the front by the Scandinavian art dis- 
play. Friends of Mr. Chubb have known 
that some time ago he became deeply 
interested in this subject, and that a 
book by him on the subject may be an- 
ticipated in the near future. Prof. Heim, 
who is one of the best-known sculptors 
in the West, is of Danish ancestry. His 
ideal statue, “The Father’s Sword,’’ 
which was purchased by the St. Louis 
Art League at the competitive exhibi- 
tion of St. Louls painters and sculptors 
last spring, was designed to typify the 
ancient Scandinavian spirit, with its 
10-year-old traditions. 

The public character of the Art League

Missouri is being painted by a small 
army of artists nowadays. The latest 
to set before the public the results of 
his appreciation is Prof. John 8. An- 
keney of the State University, Colum- 
bia, who has a one-man exhibition of 
paintings at the Central Public Library. 

Prof. Ankeney teaches the young idea 
how to shoot in the realm of art, at the 
University. Thus his interest in. the 
natural characteristics of the State, 
from an artists’ point of view, would 
eventually become a factor in the view 
point of many Missourians, even though 
his own work had no striking quality.

He did 
not regain consciousness. 

Sample had a wife and three children.

Louis County, are sisters, and Judge 
Wytdeman went to the hospital as soon 
as he heard of the accident.

Royalists Begin Turning Over 
Arms at Command of Admir- 
al of Entente Allies 


SALONIKI, Nov. 25.—The Greek pro- 
visional Government, composed of fol- 
lowers of former Premier Venizelos, has 
formally declared war on Germany and 
Bulgaria. 


Greek Government Begins Turning 
Over Arms to Entente. 
ATHENS, Nov. %.—The first delivery 
of arms demanded of the Greek Gov- 
ernment by Admiral de Fournet, com- 
mander of the entente squadron, con- 
sists of 10 batteries of mountain guns. 
The demand declares that failure to 
comply with it before Dec. 1 will result 
in measures being taken by the Ad- 

miral. 

Admiral du Fournet’s latest note, fix- 
ing a brief period, in which Greek arms 
are to be surrendered, greatly excited 
the people of Athens. 

The Premier informally explained that 
the Admiral, in reply to the Govern- 
ment’s refusal of his demand, brushed 
aside the reasons for this refusal and 
simply set Dec. 1 as the date for the 
surrender of the artillery required and 
Dec. 13 as the date for the surrender of | 
rifles. The tone of the note, said the 
premier, did not admit of discussion. 

According to the diplomatic represen- 
tatives of the en tente Powers, the time 
allowed would enable the Greek Govern- 
ment to reflect with mature delibera- 
tion before making its decision. 

Admiral du Fournet’s note, these dip- 
lomats say, reviews at length the argu- 
ments of the Greek Government justi- 
fying this refusal to surrender arms, re- 
fers again to France’s proposal to pay 
for the arms or replace them after the 
war, declares that the entente Powers 
do not make the demand because they 
are in need of armament, but because 
they feel that the war materials in 
Greece would be better employed in de- 
fending Macedonia “for the liberty of 
which Hellenic blood has so often: been 
spilled,’’ than stored in the arsenals. 

An official close to the King has as- 
sured the Associated Press that the 
surrender of arms no longer depends 
either on the sovereign or the Govern- 
ment. He declared that the Ning’s best 
efforts so far had proved fruitless with 
the army, which is determined not to 
surrender their arms, notwithstanding 
the wishes of King Constantine. 


War in Balkans Won’t Be Much 
Affected, Military Man Says. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—The decla- 
ration of war against Bulgaria by Veni- 
zelos’ provisional Government will make 
no difference in the war in the Balkan 
area. At most Venizelos will be able 
to put a relatively small force in the 
field, and they will probably serve pri- 

marily*as cannon food.” 

This statement was made by a military 
authority when his attention was called 
to the cabled report from Athens that 
the Greek provisional Government had 
formally declared war on Germany and 
Bulgaria. 

“Greece is all shot to pleces,”’ he con- 
tinued. “Gen Sarrail, the French Com- 
mander in Chief on the Saloniki front, 
is now threatening to use force if the 
loyal Greek troops do not evacuate 
Katerine. The Greeks are thoroughly 
demoralized and it is difficult to see how. 
they can fight with much spirit. The 
revolutionists cannot tell what moment 
they may be forced to fight against 
thelr own people. 

‘Reports so far received make it 
doubtful that Venizelos can place more 
than 60,000 men in the field.’’

The impressive ceremonial formality, 
prescribed by the strict etiquette of the 
Court of the Hapsburgs, of the Minister 
putting the question to the new Em- 
peror, took place in Schoenbrunn Palace 
an few minutes after Francis-Joseph 
breathed his last. - : 

Charles or Karl Loew I, as he will 
be known officially, together with the 
Empress Zita, simply nodded when 
asked if they would take the heavy, 
perhaps thorny duties just. laid down. 
The formal act of signing the document 
placing this confirmation of the taking 
over of the Government on record in 
imperial archives took place today. 

The change of rulers, which so many 
political prophets for years predicted 
would be the signal for a revolution in 
Austria-Hungary, haggtaken place with- 
out any effect so far observable on the 
war, the machinery of State or the pub- 
lic generally. The State had long been 
accustomed to the idea that in the very 
naturé of things the death of the Em- 
peror would be no surprise on any day. 

Little Excitement. Observable. 

There is not a thousandth part of the 
stir or excitement that attends our elec- 
tion of a new President, Vienna is quiet, 
only more so than usual. The theaters, 
operas and places of public amusements 
are closed for a few days, and the 
music, which even the tragedies of war 
on three fronts were not able to still 
or muffle, is hushed. | 

From nowhere has there been the 
slightest sign that the bond’ which 
holds the 10 or 12 nationalities com- 
posing Austria-Hungary together has 
teen loosened or is loosening. This 
bond was supposed to have been the 
personality of the Emperor and the 
love of his heterogenous subjects 
for him. 

Vienna ‘s in deep mourning. The 
city is heavily draped in black every- 
where, with huge black pennants, 
streamers and flags displayed. Aside 
from the closed plactw of amusement 
there is little other change in the street 
picture. 

As indicated in my dispatch of 
Monday, the Emperor's death was 
unexpected, though perhaps it came 
Le few days sooner than was looked 
for. Immediately after returning 
from Berlin thi@ morning, I motored 
out to Schoenbrunn. The summer 
palace, where the Emperor lived his 
last years, seldom going to the 
“Hofburg” or palace in town, looked 
dreary, almost as if deserted or 
abandoned. 

All but half a dozen windows: in 
the wing where the young Emperor 
and Empress took up their residence 
rome time ago were closed with 
green shutters down.

Inez Mitholland Boissevein, the New 
York suffrage leader, died at a local 
hospital where she has been fll for ten 
weeks, tonight, shortly before midnight. 


Mrs. Boissevain had been for maay 
years widely knowft for her activity as 
a woman suffragist, a social welfare 


worker, an advocate of Socialism, and 
as a practicing lawyer. 

As a student in Vassar College, 1906-9, 
although known as the oollege beauty, 
and possessed of wealth and position, 
she shunned sdciety as such, and 
shocked the more conservative college 
opinion by her radical social views. 
During the 198 Presidential campaign 
she won new fame as “the girl who 
broke up the Taft parade.’”’ While the 
parade wip being held in New York 
City, she stationed herself in a window 
and shouted: “Votes for Women!", 
through a megaphone. Some of the 
marchers fell out of the parade and 
gathered around her to hear her make 
a speech for the suffrage cause. 

Ste began the practice of law in 1913 
as a clerk in the offices of James W. 
Ostorne, her first case being the de- 
fense of “Red Phil’’ Davidson charged 
with the murder of “Big Jack’ Zelig. 
Her next case was the defense of Gee 
Doy Yung, accused of murder in a 
Chinatown tong war, and she was suc- 
cessful in obtaining his acquittal. 

‘In July, 1918, she married by a civil 
ceremony in London, Bugene Boisse- 
vain, a wealthy Hollander, to whom she 
had been introduced by William Mar- 


conti, inventor of wireless telegraphy. 


In 1916 she went as a delegate on the 
Ford Peace Ship, but left the party at 
Stockholm because, as she said in a 
Statement “the undqmocratic methods 
employed by the managers are repug- 
nant to my principles.”

SIDE OF ROADS OUTLINED 


Counsel for Executives Suggests 
That Federal Railway Com- 
mission Be Created. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch, 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 2%.—William 


Jennings Bryan has requested of Sen- 
ator Newlands, chairman of the Joint 
Committee of Congress investigating 
transportation conditions in the United 
States, permission to appear personally 
before the body, it was learned today. 


Although nothing is definitely known 
as to what aspect of the railroad situ- 
ation Bryan wishes to discuss, it is be- 
lieved that his request for a hearing 
wlil be granted. Mr. Bryan has de- 
clared himself in favor of Government 
ownership of railroads. 

The principles which the railroads be- 
lieve should be incorporated in any just 
system of regulation were outlined to- 
day by Alfred P. Thom, general coun- 
sel of the Railway Executives Commit- 
tee, at the close of his opening state- 
nent before the Newlands Joint Com- 
mittee. Chief among the suggestions 
which he offered in behalf of the rail- 
roads was the establishment of a new 
body, to be called the Federal Railway 
Commission, whose duties should be 
mainly those of supervision, detection, 
prosecution and .correction, leaving to 
the present Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission only those duties which are con- 
structive and judicial in their natures. 
The latter body, he said, should be made 
the supreme regulating body, and should 
have the right to review any order made 
by the Federal Railroad Commission. 

Suggests Regional Commisions, 

Thom further suggested that regional 
cemmissions should be created to assist 
the Interstate Commerce Commission in 
exercising its jurisdiction, the members 
to be appointed by the President and 
confirmed by the Senate. 

Another important recommendation 
made by Thom was that the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission be given 
the power to prescribe minimum rates, 
in addition to its present power to fix 
maximum rates. He.also urged that the 
power of the commission to suspend 
rates should be confined to 6 days of 
the date the tariff is filed. 

The proposals put forth by Thom were 
that the Federal Government should 
have the exclusive governmental power 
to supervise the issue of stocks and 
bonds by railroad carriers engaged in 
interstate and foreigri commerce, and 
that a compulsory system of Federal in- 
corporation should be adopted, into 
which should be brought all railroad 
corporations engaged in interstate or 
foreign commerce. 

In support of his views that the rail- 
roads should be subject to regulation 
by the National Government, Thom read 
a letter from Richard Olney, Secretary 
of State in Cleveland’s Cabinet, in which 
he advocated a national control of rail- 
roads doing a national] \ business, 


National Defense Question Enters. 

The important relation which the 
transportation system of the country 
Lears to the question of national de- 
fense was also discussed by Thom. 

‘*‘We must be efficient as a nation if 
we are to deal successfully with our 
national emergencies,’’ he said, ‘and we 
must appreciate that efficient transpor- 
tation is an essential condition of na- 
tional efficiency. If we are to halt and 
weaken our transportation system by 
state lines, by the permanent imposition 
of burdens, by unwise regulation, we 
will make our national efficiency impos- 
sible. 

“Ts it wise,’ he asked, “for us to sub- 
ject a matter of such great national im- 
portance to the uncertain policies and 
Inadequate outlook of the states?’’ 

The members of the committee will 
cross-examine Thom on Monday.

Disappointed Crowd on First 
Night Contents Itself With 
Viewing Palatial Surroundings. 


The Winter Garden skating rink in 
the remodeled Jai Alai Building, on 
De Baliviere avenue, opened last night 
without enough ice for skating.

AUTO ACCIDENTS WANE; 


That there ave been fewer auto- 
mobile accidents in the city and on 
nearby country roads during the last 
three months than during the same 
period a year ago, is the statement 
of leading automobile dealers and 
repair men. 

“his happy improvement ‘ loca! 
conditions has been brought about,” 
said one garage man, “through a 
more intelligent use of headlights 
when driving at night. 

“When the glaring headlights first 
came into use there were hundreds of 
collisions and ditch tip-overs, due di- 
rectly to the blinding effect of the 
headlight raye in the eyes of ap- 
proaching drivers. 

"During the last few years more 
drivers were constantly adopting the 
dimmers, which were switched on, in 
order to reduce the light and thus 
remove the glere when the driver ap- 
proached another car. 

“Now, however, the dimmers are 
going out of vogue, and drivers are 
equipping their cars with special 
lenses, which deflect the light and 
keeps it down on the road, where it is 
meant to be. The Osgood deflector 
lens, which throws the hight on the 
ground without reducing its  bril- 
liance, is most heipful and is, I be- 
lieve, the principal cause of the re- 
duction in automobile accidents.”

and exhibit it in a gorgeous shrine. In 1875 a man liv- 
ing in Toulon told Berenger-Feraud that he had a friend 
who owned a wizard cat, which gave advice upon im- 


portant matters by saying “Yes” or “No,” and which 


disappeared at frequent intervals, when, its owner be- 
lieved, it took human form. 

In 1838 Sir Robert Grant, Governor of Bombay, died 
and on the same day a large cat was seen to leave his 
house. Thereafter members of the native guard were 
instructed by their officers that, when doing sentry-go 
at the house at night, they should present arms if they 
saw a cat entering or leaving the place. 

One of the most remarkable chapters of medieval his- 
tory is the story of were-wolf trials. Persons were 
tried in open court, convicted and burnt as sorcerers 
and it not infrequently happened that the unfortunates 
actually confessed the charge and told of their alleged 
crimes in shocking detail. 

One Giles Garnier was tried im 1573 for having de- 
voured several children when he was in the form of a 
were-wolf. One charge in the indictment was that he 
had seized a girl of 12 near the village of Dole, dragged 
her into the woods and eaten her. A week later, it 
was charged, he had seized another girl, who was rés- 
eued from his clutches. Other counts accused him of 
different murders. Garnier pleaded guilty, saying he 
ehanged his shape by rubbing an ointment on his body, 
whereupon the Judge pronounced the following sen- 
tence: 

“The condemned man is to be dragged to the place of 
execution and there burnt alive and his body reduced 
to ashes.” 

Jacques Reilet was condemned to death at Angers, 
in 1598, upon his admission that, as a were-wolf, he 
had killed and devoured “women, lawyers, attorneys 
and bailiffs, theugh the last-named he found tough and 
tasteless.” Subsequently it was found that he was 
simply a maniac and he eseaped with a sentence of two 
years in a matihouse. 


There was an epidemic of lycanthropy, as it was called, 
in the closing years of the sixteenth century. A tailor 
was torn to pieces by a frenzied mob in Paris in 1598 be- 
eause the populace believed he was a were-wolf. Along 
about 1601-1603, nowever, medical men began to dis- 
eredit these sfories, proving that persoms who con- 
fessed to lycanthropy were in fact insane, and since 
that time France's annals have been comparatively free 
of these horrible affairs. 


The belief has not yet been stamped out in India,’ 
however. Sir Hugh Clifford, now Gevernor of the 
African Gold Coast, but for many years a political 
agent among isolated tribes on the Malay Peninsula, 
relates some remarkable instance of deportations by 
man-eating tigers which the natives believed were 
tigers. So great is their terror of these monsters that 
the natives fear even to pronounce the word “tiger,” 
substituting “he of the hairy face” as a euphemism. 


Sir Hugh's narratives bear the earmarks of some of 
the oldest were-wolf superstitions. [t fs belfeved, for 
instance, that if such a monster be injured in his animal 
form he will bear the marks upon his body when he re- 
assumes the form of a man. He declares that native 
testimony in some of these cases is as convincing as na- 
tive testimony in ordinary criminal trials, when the 
British courts have not refused to place dependence 
upon it.

tion enacting nation-wide prohibition, came up in the 
House of Representatives. The vote startled the coun- 
try, for the measure received 197 ayes to 189 noes. As 
this was not a two-thirds’ majority, the bill failed of 
passage. It was regarded as significant that out of 
Missouri’s 16 Congressmen, 11 voted for the bill, Speaker 
Clark not voting. 

In 1915 Iowa, Arkansas, Idaho and South Carolina’ 
went into the dry column. In December another joint 
resolution for’ national prohibition was introduced in 
both houses of Congress. The drys say they have prom- 
ises that it will be reported out of committee for action 
this winter. 

The present year has been a banner one for the dry 
forces. Montana, which is entirely wet except for four 
Indian reservations, voted for State prohibition in No- 
vember, to go intoeffect Dec. 31, 1918. Nebraska at the 
same time voted a constitutional prohibition amend- 
ment; Michigan, which in 1889 had but one dry county, 
adopted a constitutional amendment to go into effect 
May 1, 1918. Florida and Utah elected Governors and 
Legislatures pledged to prohibition legislation. South 
Dakota voted in a prohibition statute, thus making the 
total of the dry states 25. 


The strategy which led to this momentous national 
revolution is worthy of a closer-view. The Anti-Saloon 
League at the beginning declared its-absolute neutrality 
and nonpartisanship in politics, but it played the game 
of politics with masterly success. In every state there 
were enlisted as official advisers the acutest virtuosos 
in lecal politics whom the league could recruit; and 
every man aspiring for office discovered that there rest- 
ed upon him an unsieeping and implacable eye; if his 
record on the liquor question was unsatisfactory, he 
found every possible element that the league could in- 
fluence hurled against him; if he won the first time, 
the fight was renewed with undiminished earnestness 
a second, a third and a twentieth time, if necessary. 
This was as true in the remotest village or country 
district as it was in the big city, for the league’s alli- 
ance with the churches afforded it a devoted and active 
ally in every township of the nation. Merely as a po- 
litical machine, this organization would merit the ad- 
miration and envy. of a Mark Hanna. 


With great practical sense, the league’s leaders were 
always willing, when they could get nothing better, to 
accept half a loaf or even a crumb, but never forgot for 
a moment that their ultimate purpose was to seize the 
whole loaf. In loealities where the saloon was too firm- 
ly rooted to be ousted, they worked for stricter law en- 
forcement, and sought to bind the dramshops ii a web 
of restrictions and regulations. In states where pro- 
hibition seemed at the time impractible, they toiled for 
the introduction of local option, which they rightly re- 
garded as an opening wedge for state prohibition. When 
local option was once adopted, they advanced vigorously 
to agitation for statutory prohibition, and when this 
was established, they sought to clinch the victory by 
having constitutional prohibition adopted. Fer statu- 
tory prohibition can be repealed by any succeeding 
Legislature, while constitutional prohibition, enacted 
by a majority vote of the people, can be repealed only 
by the same process.

But they will be wide awake two years 
from now, when they find what inroads dry Kansas City 
—for it will go dry at the local option election to be 
held in February—will have made on St. Louis trade 
in the South and Southwest.” 

The Anti-Saloon League believes that its propaganda 
—through the distribution of literature, through plat- 
form lectures, sermons in churches and the prohibition 
newspapers—has been partly responsible for the in- 
dubitable change that has come over the social attitude 
towards drinking within the last five years. 

“It is no longer popular to drink,” says Dr. Shupp. 
“The ‘jolly good fellows’ and ‘old sports’ of the past 
are disappearing, apd there is no new generation to fol- 
low them. When a young man drinks, people no longer 
say indulgently that he is sowing his wild oats; in- 
stead they say he is a weakling and a fool. Drinking 
is considered unintelligent, a sign of some mental de- 
fect. The young man of today doesn’t drink because 
he knows it will hamper him in getting and keeping a 
job, and in advancing in his work. He knows that 
some of the biggest businesses will not hire for any 
job a man who drinks at all. 

“The Anti-Saloon League’s big fight in the immediate 
future is for national prohibition,” Dr. Shupp continues. 
“We shall press for victory in the present Congress, 
which meets in December, and we feel we are much 
stronger there now than we were in 1914. 

“We confidently expect that Congress will at no re- 
mote day vote to submit to the people a national pro- 
hibition amendment, and to that end we are preparing 
as rapidly as possible sufficient states to ratify the 
measure when it is submitted. We now have 25; in 
the next two years five or six more will be added: in 
addition to these there are several other states in which

abandoned; New York endured State-wide drouth only 
two years and Delaware two years; but Rhode Island 
held out 10 years, Connecticut 18, Michigan 22 and 
Massachusetts 26 years, before lapsing into local option. 
Remarkable were the cases of New Hampshire and Ver- 
mont, which attempted for 48 and 51 years respectively 
to enforce their anti-liquor laws, both giving it up as 
an impracticable job in 1903, when they adopted local 
option. i : 

The third prohibition wave occurred fn the decade 
between 1880 and 1890, and was largely a result of the 
“Murphy movement,” led by Francis Murphy, a ten- 
perance evangelist, who 10,000,000 persons 
all over the country to s a pledge against drink. 
Kansas adopted prohibition in 1881 and bas held to it 
with increasing tenacity ever since: North Dakota 
adopted in 1889 the prohibition law still in effect there. 
Rhode Island made its second venture into prohibition 
in 1886, but repudiated it three years later; voted 
dry in 1884, but returned to local option in 1898; 
South Dakota became dry in 1889, reverted to local 
option in 1896, and remained there until this year, when 
for the second time it voted dry.

HE foregoing probably was 
a good description of the 
blacksmith of Longfellow’s 
time; indeed, it might be 
a goed picture of many vil- 
lage blacksmiths of today, 
but it by no means fits a 

certain blacksmith of these parts. 

The smith of whom we speak does 
not stand under a spreading chestnut 
tree. He stations himself inside a big, 
rambling brick building and bosses 30 
men. He is not a mighty man with 
large hands, although his hands are 
sinewy enough. He is a man of just 
ordinary size and in appearance doesn’t 
come up to one’s conception of a biack- 
smith at all, for he wears a natty busi- 
ness suit and a neat topcoat and is clean- 
shaved. While in a manner of speaking 
one might say his brow was wet with 
Hionest sweat, be doesn't really perspire 
because he uses his brains while other 
men do the manual labor for him.~ 

The name of this man is Harry M. 
Browning. He is only 32 years old, yet 
he owns a blacksmith shop where more 
horses are shod than in any other shop 
in the world. The shop is situated in 
the largest horse and mule market in 
the world, which, of course, means the 
National Stockyards in East St. Louis. 

So vast is this man’s business that he 
buys his horseshoes in carload lots and 
his nails by the millions. He employes 
a man who does nothing else but ge about 
the country buying horseshoes, which is 
not so easy a job as it sounds, for horse 
shoes are like nearly every other com- 
modity; there are good shoes and bad, 
and it takes an experienced, discriminat- 
ing eye to pick out the good ones. 


Week in, week out, from morn till night, 
You can hear his bellows blow; 


These lines from Longfellow’s poem 
are strictly applicable to Browning's 
shop, yet the word bellows must be mul- 
tiplied 10 times. Ten fires are going 
constantly, while at the anvils in front 
of them 10 men do nothing all day long 
but put caulks on shoes. Twenty other 
men do nothing all day but shoe horses. 
And the anvil chorus greets one long be- 
fore he reaches the building! 

Browning’s business was flourishing 
and profitable enough before the war 
started, but has increased enormously 
since the allies began buying mounts in 
the National Stockyards shortly after the 
opening of the conflict. Probably no- 
where in the St. Louis industrial district 
an be found a scene of such bustling 
activity as in this shop. And it may be 
Witnessed any day in the year, for so 
swamped* is Browning with work that 


is shoeing about 700 horses 
a day for the allies—He is not like Long- 
smith, for he appears in a neat 
business suit and rides home at night in his 
own touring car—Fifteen hundred shoes and 
- 9000 nails are required daily for the war 
business alone, and more horses are shod 
there than in any other shop in the world. 


. but upon this stb- 


he keeps his fcrges 
going and his men 
at work every day 
in the year, in- 
cluding Sundays 
and holidays. He 
is reputed to have 
made a fertune 
running well into 
five figures on his 


war business alone, 


ject he will say 
nothing. Suffice to 
say that when he 
“has earned a 
night’s repose,” he : 
doesn’t wearily plod his way homeward, 
but rides there in his own touring car. 

At present in Browning’s shop between 
600 and 700 horses are shod every @ay 
and this is virtually all war business. 
To care for hig local trade, Browning re- 
cently was compelled to open another 
shop outside the stockyards and in this 
he employs six men. In the “war” shop 
about 1500 horseshoes are used daily, the 
apparent discrepancy in the figures be 
ing due to the fact that in their contracts 
with the horse dealers the agents of the 
allies stipulate that when the horses are 
turned over to their Governments they 
shall be shod on the two front feet only. 
This is because, Browning explains, in 
the long journeys in stock cars to the 
seacoast and in the trip across the ocean 
in transports, the horses, if shod on their 
hind feet, might injure and maim one 
another by kicking. 

Note the pile of horseshoes on this 
page. ‘lhis is part of a carload shown 
here, and Browning declared that they 
probably would last his men a couple of 
months. But long before they are ex: 
hausted another carload will have ar- 
rived. 

Some idea of the vast amcunt of horse. 
shoe nails consumed in the shop can be 
obtained from the fact that cach horse. 
shoe requires six nails. At the rate of 
1500 shoes a day, this would mean the 
use of 9000 nails a day. Figure out for 
yourself what this would mean in a 
month, a year, or since the war began, 
remembering that this shop is in opera- 
tion all day long and every day in the 
year. 

Browning’s horseshoe shop is no place 
for a nervous person. Big, lumbering ar- 
tillery horses, and high strung, excitable 
cavalry mounts are galloping in and 
galloping out of the place all the time, 
and it’s a wonder that someone doesn’t 
get knocked down and trampled several 
times a day. Every horse brought in 
there is an unknown quantity, and while 
it is true that while the shoeing opera- 
tion is going on they are firmly tied to 
a stout stanchion which extends around 
three sides of the big room, their heels 
are free and the visitor is extremely 
chary of approaching any closer to these 
heels than is absolutely necessary. 

Yet, while some extremely wild anf 
mals have been shod in the place, Brown- 
ing says that accidents and injuries have 
been very few. His men are the best 
and.most experienced im their line that 
he has been able to oitain, and when 
necessary two or three of them will 
work on one horse. Browning also de-

Browning, although a young man, has 
been in the blacksmithing business for 
15 years, starting out as an apprentice 
at the anvil when only 17 years old. It 
was not long before he became a journey- 
man, and six years ago he opened his 
own shop. This remained a “one-man” 
institution for a year, when a group of 
the horse traders at“the stockyards, with 
whom Browning is extremely popular, 
induced him to take charge of the busi- 
ness there. After a few years, bang! 
came the war, and started Browning on 
the road to fortune. 

Browning hasn't the slightest idea of 
how many horses he has shod sincé the 
war began, but if the figures of the tom- 
mission men on their sales are correct 
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Part of a carload-of horse 
shoes of asserted sizes. 
This amount—all are not 
shown in the picture-- 
will be exhausted in a 
couple of months.

The scenery and costumes of 
the Metropolitan Opera Company were secured. The 
staff of the same company was engaged. Two steamers — 
were chartered, one for the effects and one for the eom- — 
pany. Rehearsals were held en route. A great theater — 
was remodeled. The season opaned on Sept. 2, accord- 
ing to promise. In 23 days, 26 performances of 17 dif- 
ferent operas were given—performances of the highest 
quality. 
Last of all Rabinoff brought together the forces of the 
old Boston Opera Company, purchased all its physical 
property and combined the organization with the Pav- 
lowa Ballet Russe. The first tour had just closed—a 
tour of 35 weeks, covering 12,000 miles, the longest grand 
opera tour on record.

here have been several factors co-operating in the re- 


m’s progress. Not the least is the engrmous spread of 


efficiency idea, and the consequent recognition that 
‘lency and drink are enemies. In every public 
ool in the country, through the efforts of the Wom- 
s Christian Temperance Union, boys and girls are 
ght the degenerative effects of alcohol on the human 
tem. The Boy Scout organization, a _ veritable 
ool for prohibition, has its thousands of graduates 
ong the young voters arriving every year‘at their 
jority. The spread of woman’s suffrage has been in- 
ential against alcohol, and the lesson offered in the 
ropean war by Russia and France, which prohibited 
ika and absinthe in an effort to conserve all their 
ional gnergies and manhood, has been impressive. 


Educational work in the churches and by the temper- 
ance societies revolutiénized the social attitude towards 
drinking. But the single greatest factor in the up- 
heaval seems to have been that admirably led and milli- 
tantly aggressive organization, the American Anti-Saloon 
League. 

In 1893 it seemed that the liquor industry was im- 
pregnably entrenched from Atlantic to Pacific, and from 
the Canadian to the Mexican border. It had repulsed 
two grand drives by the temperance forces, the first in 
the decade between 1850 amd 1860, and the second in 
the decade between 1880 and 1890. Every state in the 
Union was wet except Kansas, lowa, North and fouth 
Dakota, Maine, Vermont and New Hampshire, and four 
of these, Iowa, South Dakota, Vermont and New Hamp- 
shire, were soon .to repeal their prohibition statutes. 

It was at this moment that there appeared on the 
horizon a little@loud no larger than a man’s hand. In 
1893 the Rev. Dr. Howard H. Russell founded at Oberlin 
the Ohio Anti-Saloon League. Two years later the 
American Anti-Saloon League was organized at Wash- 
ington, D. C. By 1900 there were Anti-Saloon Leagues 
in 39 states and territories. 

The Anti-Saloon League recognized from the first 
that the previous revivalistic methods, based on appeals 
to the emotions, were ephemeral in effect and futile in 
results; it immediately threw them overboard, and with 
them aH the paraphernalia of signed pledges and white 
ribbons. Though founded and led by clergymen and 
drawing its support from the churches, it emphasized 
not so much the religious and moral arguments for 
prohibition, as it did the scientific. commercial and 
political advantages claimed for the abolition of drink. 
It sought to appeal to the enlightened self-interest of 


all the classes of the nation, instead. of to religious and 


moral fanaticism. It addressed itself to the reason and 
not to the passions. 

The league was formed as a department of the allied 
Protestant churches as a whole; it had no membership, 
but only officers; yet it represented directly 18,000,000 


members of the churches of every denomination. Its 
state officers were chosen by the churches, and its na- 
tional officers by the state boards. Each year on one 
Sunday all the churches raised collections for the work, 
and on these collections, together with contributions 
from individuals, the league depended for its financial 
support. 

With every cluareh as a center of power, the league 
was able to build up a machine whose influence Tamified 
to the remotest hamlet of the country. What the league 
did was to supply a “general staff’ to command the 
armies of the prohibition forces. It marshaled to ite ald 
all the different prohibition organizations; the power- 
ful Catholic temperance societies worked in harmony 
with it, though not in formal alliance. For efficiency 
this “general staff” proved to rival that of the German 
armies; it was tireless, sleepless and indomitable. 

At first it adopted what Joffre calis a policy of nib- 
bling, for the liquor traffic was too firmly entrenched to 
hope to. break the line at once. In every state unre 
mitting sallies against the foe were made, and grew 
constantly keener and bolder. It was during this pe 
riod that local option became widespread, enabling small 
communities to banish the saloon; and every year saw 
more and more counties, bigger and bigger towns, eee 
themselves dry.
